Company in Lawrence, which monitors 
area weather conditions, the flood that 
sparked the evacuation of the Collins’ 
and other residents from homes on Rive- 
rina Road and North Main Street proba- 
bly ranks among the area’s worst since 
the late 1930’s.

At 1 a.m. on Tuesday, Nicky Collins 
answered the door of her family’s house 
on Riverina Road and found herself face- 
to-face with a member of the Andover

‘They gave us ten minutes to gather 
our belongings and leave,” she recalled 

Throughout the day Monday, the fami 
ly—Nicky, her husband Joe and their tw: 
sons, Andover High School students Ca- 
sey and Andy—had fought the water ris- 
ing in their basement with a rented 
pump. Now, in the early morning dark, 
they were forced to concede their battle 
to the Shawsheen River, which had 
crossed the street and had crept up into 
their front yard. 

The Collins family evacuated their 
home. ‘‘All that we took was what we had 
on our backs, our legal papers, our kids 
and the dog and cats,”’ she said. ‘‘It’s not 
funny. You watch it on T.V.—then, all at 
once, you're walking down the street 
with a bag in your hand. You feel like a 
refugee.”

Organ Donation Encouraged

For the second year in a row, Andover High 
student government representatives took part in 
the Greater Lawrence Educational Collabora- 
tive, an organization of high school students and 
advisors aimed at confronting a specific prob- 
lém in today’s society. Members of the collabo- 
rative, which is made up of students from five 
area schools, met on a monthly basis in prepara- 
tion for a conference that took place April 7 at 
Lawrence High School. After much discussion, 
the collaborative decided to sponsor organ dona- 
tion as a topic that had rarely been addressed in 
the past. The main purpose of the conference 
was to educate students and faculty on the sub- 
ject of organ donation and its importance in the 
medical world. 

Pam Egan, a junior at Andover High, sug- 
gested the idea. ‘‘Tthere is a great need for all 
types of organ donations and I felt that more 
people should know that in renewing their li- 
censes, it’s also a convenient time to become an 


organ donor,’’ she said. The collaborative orga- 
nized the conference around Pam’s idea. About 
500 students learned about organ donation from 
a surgeon from Brigham and Women’s Hospital. 
His speech was followed by a panel discussion 
made up of past organ donors and recipients. 

Now that the conference is over, the club, 
G.0.0.D., the Growing Organization of Organ 
Donation, is being formed. Andover’s ad-isor, 
English teacher Nancy Finneran, is confident, 
but knows that it will take time for the club to be 
a success. ‘“We have to educate the students, but 
I feel that there is tremendous potential in our 
school.”’ 

Mike Marcoux, a student advisor taking part 
in the club’s formation, says, ‘I think the club 
will be successful, but students will have to be- 
come involved. It should definitely raise con- 
sciousness among the staff and student body.”’ 

The students behind GOOD are planning a 
fundraiser that will help the club get off the 
ground. It is hopeful that students will realize 
the importance of organ donation and take an 
active role in the new club.

Panel On Screening 
Begins Week’s Observance 


Alice Flynn, teacher at the Early Childhood 
Center at Shawsheen, and Jan Gulezian, teacher 
at L.L.L. Nursery School, and Judy Rogers of 
Andover organized last Wednesday’s panel dis- 
cussion, ‘‘Making Sense Out of Screening.” 
About 75 parents and early childhood educators 
attended the event, sonsored by the Essex Coun- 
ty Association for the Education of Young Chil- 
dren to kick off the Week of the Young Child, 
April 5-12. 

Andover panelists who discussed the impor- 
tance of understanding screening included 
Grace Jamison, kindergarten teacher; Andi 
Larsen Parent; and Dr. Michael Robbins, pedi- 
atric neurologist.

opment. The “experts” discussed the impor- 
tance of a comfortable setting for screening and 
input from informal observations made by par- 
ents, pediatricians, preschool teachers and kin- 
dergarten teachers. Screening gathers 
information from a team including these observ- 
ers and others carrying out informal tasks with 
the child in the areas of hearing, language, cog- 
nition, gross motor, fine motor and personal-so- 
cial development. Panel members agreed with 
Robbins, ‘‘Screening merely raises a red flag. 
Further assessment is necessary to determine 
whether there is a problem.” 

There was consensus that parents and early 
childhood service providers need to become ad- 
vocates for providing quality screening and edu- 
cational programs for children. Anyone 
interested in the work of the Essex County Asso- 
ciation for the Education of Young Children 
should contact Judy Rogers, 5 Penbrook Circle, 
Andover.

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Begin Drive To Aid Library 


The Trustees of Memorial Hall Library and 
the Friends of Andover Memorial Hall Library 
have begun campaigns to raise funds to pur- 
chase art and equipment for the expanded li- 
brary. 

“The people of Andover take great pride in 
their library,’’ said Chairman of the Library 
Board of Trustees Norma Gammon, “and 
continuing in this tradition we are planning to 
buy works of art and special equipment that we 
hope will make the library an even more pleas- 
ant place to study and relax.” 

The trustees’ goal is $135,000 from businesses, 
local industry and foundations. Trustee Richard 
Alden, as chairman of the fundraising commit- 
tee, said, ‘The library is an architecturally 
beautiful and functional facility. Fine art and 
sculpture will enhance the building and provide 
an educational artistic showplace. The new li- 
brary with appropriate artwork can be an ev- 
eryday and lasting pleasure to all who pass or 
enter. This is a rare opportunity to play a part in 
giving the children and adults of Andover and 
the region a fitting and beautiful legacy which 
will be appreciated by generations to come.” 

The Friends of the Library goal is $25,000 in 
their town-wide solicitation mailed last week. 
They hope to provide equipment for a video cen- 
ter as well as for the production of orientation 
tapes to town and library services, an expanded 
travel collection, special art and materials for 
the new children’s room and expansion and re- 
storation of the framed print collection. 

Friends’ President Michael Frishman said in 
his letter to the townspeople: ‘‘As our library 
enters a new era, with the addition nearing com- 
pletion, the Friends are soliciting the town to 
provide programs and services to enrich our vi- 
tal Andover resource.” 

Memorial Hall Library has served as And- 
over’s town library since 1873 and is presently 
the regional center for 37 area libraries and the 
headquarters of the Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium, the computer system serving 20 
Merrimack Valley libraries. 

The $5.5 million addition will expand the li- 
brary from 20,000 to 50,000 square feet and en- 
able the consolidation of its collection of 190,000 
volumes, some of which are presently in stor 
age. On an average day, 1,000 patrons enter the 
library and 80 percent of the town’s population 
have a library card—a very high percentage 
when one considers the national average is 20 
percent.

off Riverina Road; it is slated to go ‘‘on line”’ in 
a matter of months, when final connections are 
completed in the Lawrence segment of the sew- 
age transporting system. In the meantime, the 
old station, a square brick building that sits di- 


* rectly on the west bank of the stream, pumps 


raw sewage on to the local treament facility. 

On Monday night, while residents at Town 
Meeting were voting to preserve the town bud- 
get’s ‘free cash’’ cushion against such emergen- 
cies as snow removal and flood darnage, the 
Riverina Road station was exhausting its 
pumps. 

Banked with sand—in bags and in loose 
ridges—and manned by workers pulling extra 
shifts, the station kept the sewage system func- 
tional. Ecologically, however, the cost was not 
light; in order to handle the massive volume of 
waste water, the Riverina Road station pumped 
a substantial amount of untreated but deluted 
wastes into the Shawsheen. 

In terms of money, the cost of the station’s 
uphill battle has not yet been tallied. According 
to Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, several 
pumps were lost over the duration of the flood— 
and replaced.‘‘When you have health and safety 
at risk,”’ he said, ‘“‘Cost isn’t a factor. You re- 
place them.” 

Businesses in the old mill complex surround- 
ing the Riverina Road section of Shawsheen 
were also affected by the river’s rise. Parking 
lots were submerged. Pumps were busy at Mul- 
ticore Co., 10 Tantellon Road. And, in a com- 
bined commercial center at 16 Haverhill St., 
basement offices were awash in water and sew- 
age—released when a water heater blowout 
backed up restroom systems. 

The offices are leased by C.L.A.S.S., Inc., a 
non-profit agency which trains and employs 
handicapped adults. C.L.A.S.S. Director Robert 
McCaffrey said that he was forced to close his 
programs temporarily. 

McCaffrey estimated that the flood cost the 
agency approximately $60,000 in equipment 
damage, revenue loss and payroll. He antic- 
ipates that clients will be able to return today— 
80 percent will go back to the Haverhill Street 
facility, and the remaining 20 percent will use 
space at St. Gregory Church in North Andover. 

Even with business resuming, added McCaf- 
frey, conditions at C.L.A.S.S. will be disorga- 
nized and less than pristine for some time. ‘‘We

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School Board Ordered To 
Exercise Fiscal Restraint

For the School Committee, the mes- 
sage delivered by voters at Monday 
night’s opening session of Town Meeting 
was painfully clear: the hallowed halls of 
education must be patrolled by fiscal re- 
straint. 

By a vote of 368 to 215, the assembly 
passed an amendment to hold the school 
budget for 1988 to $18,345,720—a seven 
percent increase over 1987. The School 
Committee had requested an eight-per- 
cent increase, which would have given it 
a budget of $18,516,720. 

The school item was the only major 
sticking point in the budget, which ulti- 
mately passed at a total of $43,659,770. 

Although School Committee Chairman 
Susan Poore was clearly not pleased 
with the vote, she reacted with grace, 
telling the crowd, ‘You are the legis- 
lators—and that is not an adversarial po- 


sition.”” She added that the committee 
will review their budget, and that they 
will pledge to do their best to maintain 
high classroom performance when mak- 
ing the required cuts. 

Earlier in the year, increases in both 
the town and school budgets had been set 
at eight percent. However, the Finance 
Committee recommended that both be 
cut to seven, so that the town could main- 
tain its “‘free cash” at a desirable level. 

On the town side, the selectmen and 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony com- 
plied with Fincom’s requests, dutifully 
trimming such items as funding for vehi- 
cle maintenance, highway and library 
supplies, part-time police hours and 
summer municipal internships. 

The School Committee, however, 
maintained their request at eight per- 
cent. 


‘We are saying that the school system 
as you know it today basically needs the 
eight percent to keep going—as it is to- 
day,” Poore explained Monday night. In 
response to a question from the floor, she 
said that the committee had unanimous- 
ly approved the higher figure. 

Fincom Chairman Joanne Marden 
countered that her committee had 
worked with the town and the School 
Committee for years in an attempt to 
pare costs. ‘“‘They (the School Commit- 
tee) offered no constructive suggestions 
to come up with a better system—just 
requests for more money,” she said. 

She compared the ‘“‘spending down’’ of 
free cash with the depletion of a savings 
account. ‘‘We are, as a Finance Commit- 
tee, not interested in saying, ‘You can 
spend this money,’ and then coming back 
in a few years and asking for an override 


of (Proposition) 2%,” she said. “‘We are 
not arguing that the school should get 
less...Seven percent is an increase. 
We’re saying that they should get the 
same increase as town services, not 
more. They’re asking for more.” 

Susan Jenkins of West Parish Drive 
deplored the seven-percent amendment, 
arguing that, dispite allegations that 
school enrollment is decreasing, more 
students are moving into Andover every 
year. She maintained that the system 
suffers from a “shortage of supplies, 
shortage of teachers; a rather large en- 
rollment in every class,”’ and added that 
the quality of schooling in Andover has 
declined in comparison with that of seve- 
ral years ago. 

Fincom member Frank Griggs urged

Four abuttors of the Sheraton Rolling 
Green vehemently argued against a peti- 
tion before the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to allow the hotel to replace a single- 
story segment of the building with a 
three-story addition, at a hearing last 
Thursday night. 

John Powers, representing the hotel’s 
owners, explained that the present 
entranceway and 28 rooms would be de- 
molished to erect a three-story addition 
to contain 83 guest rooms. The company 
will also increase parking areas to meet 
the present by-law requirement of 722 
spaces for the hotel, including the addi- 
tion. 

This addition, stated Town Planner 
Laura Hill, would constitute full build- 
out of the site, due to the fact that there 
would be no room for additional parking 
needed for future additions. 

Abuttors complained about hotel cus- 
tomers turning around in their roadway, 
parking lot lighting casting ‘‘daylight”’ 
on their backyards, and function hall 
guests trespassing on their private prop- 
erty. 

When one of the hotel representatives 
explained that the hotel may be willing 
to fence off the abuttors property, Mrs. 
Byers, 325 Lowell St., commented that 
she did not like the idea of being caged. 

William Morris, 321 Lowell St., also ex- 
pressed concern for the leeching fields 
for their septic systems, but Hill com- 
mented that should any problems arise, 
the hotel owners would have to correct 
them. 

Three other hearings were conducted, 
one of which also drew protests from

Possibly A Bad Decision 


There may have been some underlying reasons 
for the rejection of the school budget request for 
an eight percent increase at Monday’s opening 
session of town meeting. 

Maybe it was just the school department’s turn 
to be on the wrong end of the public’s desire to 
exercise their democratic right to cut budgets, as 
open town meeting allows. 

Or, it could have been a lack of communication 
between school administration and voters to 
understand the need for additional funds to main- 
tain a standard of educational opportunities for 
Andover youngsters. 

Obviously, the Finance Committee had their 
way pleading the Free Cash account as a tool. 

Possibly all of this will turn out to be a bad 
decision in the year ahead. 

As for the lack of communication suggestion, it 
seems a bit unwarranted. 

For the past several weeks, the school adminis- 
tration and school committee have been working 
on their budget in an effort to maintain an educa- 
tional program pleasing to the townspeople, yet 
understanding that it is not going to meet what 
the administrators would like to accomplish. 

It was a sort of understanding that while utopia 
may be a desirable goal, one must be completely 
understanding that it is unattainable. 

To this end, programs were pared, reworked 
and staff desires reduced to meet needs. 

Such was reported in the media. 

Such was apparently unacceptable to the high 
and mighty Finance Committee, whose fondest 
dreams are realized when they succeed in cutting 
a budget. It’s been an inherent characteristic for 
years. 

But in all the arguments put forth Monday 
night, the most ridiculous was the possible jeop- 
ardizing of the free cash account. 

Andover’s free cash account is, today, and, in 
the opinion of many, for many years been down- 
right obscene. 

The accepted practice is to build the account up 
by various means, such as overbudgeting items, 
which results in the savings from a purchase re- 
verting to the free cash drawer. There are other 
means by which the account grows annually and 
through which voters at town meeting are 
advised that through this fund, a certain amount 
of dollars will be transferred to reduce the antic- 
ipated RISE in the tax rate. 

It was pointed out Monday night that residents 
were saved from additional expense this year 
through free cash which handled snow removal. 

Luckily flooding conditions Monday gave the 
argument a further boost for the coming year. 

With ali the new-found revenues, user fees, in- 
creased permit costs and increased valuation of 
the community, it doesn’t seem too much to ask 
to properly fund services for Andover taxpayers. 

It is to be hoped that Andover education will not 
be shortchanged by free cash. 

And, while on the subject of town meeting, we 
applaud the decision to save the old town hall. 

The vote has been loosely described as having 
ruled with hearts, not pocketbooks. 

Regardless of how the saving of the historic 
structure was accomplished, it’s good to know 
that Andover will retain that certain New En- 
gland charm in the center of its business district. 


A Different 
Kind Of Shop

Sunlight shimmers off the bodies of cars, 
snugged together in straight lines as if feeding. 
We step over smooth pavement to the wide glass 
doors. 

Pheasant Lane Mall. Imposing. Very very;

The woman holds the skirt up and smiles. ‘‘So 
beautiful,’ she says again in Spanish, to the 
baby. ‘‘For Mama.”’ 

Then she sighs, folds the skirt carefully. Sets 
it back on the table. 

She pushes the stroller on, stops at a table 
heaped with baby clothes. 

I squeeze past punk mannequins, following 
her to the counter. 

The clerk smiles as I hand her the plastic 
card. ‘‘Will that be all?’”’ 

I nod. “For now.” 

The woman pushes the stroller to the counter, 
squeezing between a volunteer who sorts men’s 
trousers and a Vista worker carrying a card- 
board box. 

She lays down her goods—a child’s dress; a 
aby sweater. Pauses as the clerk rings up a 
total. 

Then the woman turns, backtracks to the ta- 
ble. Picks up the skirt, caressing the ruffle be- 
tween lacquered fingertips. 

She brings it back; shows it to the baby. Big 
hazel eyes widen; chubby fingers touch the col- 
ors.

I applaud the efforts of everyone involved in 
the appeal to keep “Spenser: for Hire’ on tele- 
vision for another season.

However, I would like to clarify an item in last 
week’s TOWNSMAN.

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Nursery May Close 


Andover’s lengest-running nursery school may have to 
close its doors after the 1987-88 school year. Andover Vil- 
lage Nursery School (formerly the Free Church Co-op) 
has met at the Free Christian Church on Elm Street for 29 
years. Once affiliated with the church, it has evolved into 
an independent organization. Free Church has new needs 
for the space which the preschool now uses four mornings 
a week. The preschool has searched for more than a year 
to find a new home, with no luck. Free Church has granted 
one more year’s occupancy after hearing of the school’s 
difficulties. 

The TOWNSMAN has chronicled the need for preschools 
to serve the town’s children before (See ‘‘Admission To 
Local Nursery School Highly Competitive,’’ March 6, 1986, 
Issue No. 25) The churches and temples in Andover which 
have suitable rooms have already filled them. Several

the assembly to use a pro-amendment 
vote to champion fiscal restraint. He 
said that, in his personal opinion, union 
contract negotiations were a major rea- 
son that the budget had risen drastically 
in spite of an inflation rate of only two to 
four percent. In its bargaining, he added, 
“The town of Andover is positioning it- 
self to be in a situation where it will have 
to override 2'2.”’ 

Steven Bloom of Lincoln Circle told the 
crowd that the question was more com- 
plicated than presented by Fincom. 
‘Don’t think it just involves free cash,”’ 
he said. ‘‘You’re being asked what direc- 
tion priorities are to take for the town 
and our children.”’ In a scenario of vehi- 
cle maintenance cost reductions versus 
educational cuts, he said, the only rea- 
sonable way to vote would be pro-educa- 
tion. ‘Anything else,’’ he concluded, ‘is 
playing with numbers.” CELICAS 

Fincom member Linda Reed at- 
tempted to clarify her committee’s con- 
cern about the limitations an increase 
would place on free cash. This year, she COROLLAS 
said, ‘free cash’’ funds were tapped for 
snow removal; next year, perhaps they 
would have to be spent to repair dam- 
ages wrought by this weeks flood. ‘‘Free 
cash should go to cover one-time ex- 
penses,”’ she said. 

After a standing vote approved the 
amendment to hold the budget to seven CRESSIDAS 
percent, the amended school total and FA 
the full budget passed without significant 
opposition. 

Among other actions taken by Monday 
night’s assembly were: 

¢ Approval of yearly selectmen sala- 
ries at $800 (chairman receives $1000) 
and the salary of the Town Moderator at

¢ A vote to require street layouts tobe 
made by selectmen no later than one 
week before Town Meeting; 

e A 325 to 244 vote to defeat a require- 
ment that all town right-of-ways be at 
least 50 feet wide; 

¢ Defeat of an article to specify closure 
procedures for Town Meeting.

26 students will be paying their own way to Mexico and 
that “‘they are going to work hard.” 

The students will be broken into four groups—Electri- 
cal, Plumbing, Carpentry, and Play. These groups will be 
rotated during the week so that students are involved, at 
one time or another, in the overall success of the mission. 

Doherty thinks the learning experience will be invalua- 
ble. “It’s very important for the kids to see that poverty is 
a global thing,’’ she said. 

She also expects that it may be difficult, but a fun chal- 
lenge for the students to teach the children crafts. Few of 
the students speak much Spanish and none of the children 
speak English. 

Mary Lee, a registered nurse who will also be going on 
the trip, has contacted many local doctors to obtain ‘‘sam- 
ple” medications given the doctors by pharmaceutical 
companies that the orphanage needs desperately. 

Doherty has been greatly pleased by the outpouring of 
assistance from individuals and groups in Andover, and 
commented that “It really has been a neat thing—trying 
to pull this thing together.’’ 

The group has high expectations of themselves and Do- 
herty is sure that they will be able to meet those expecta- 
tions set for this trip. ‘We don’t start something we can’t 
finish,” she said, but the group may go down again in the 
future if there is a need for additional work not planned 
for this year.

Monday night, residents at Town Meet- 
ing voted with their hearts, not their 
pocketbooks—and authorized the town to 
spend ‘‘no more than $2.6 million”’ to ren- 
ovate Andover’s Old Town Hall. 

Debate prior to the approval, which 
was sealed by a standing vote of 409 to 
133, focused on the parallel issues of his- 
torical and monetary worth. Speaking in 
favor of the Hall’s preservation, Select- 
man William Dalton said that members 
of his board ‘‘deem this article to be very 
important at this point in time’’ because 
of the condition of the building and its 
significance as the town’s first perma- 
nent public center. 

Members of the Finance Committee 
balked at the project’s projected $2.6 
million price tag, however, and charged 
that the building’s ultimate use—which 
is expected to include a post office 
branch and an auditorium—had not been 
clearly defined. 

Fincom member Frederick Stott cited 
the fact that money for capital im- 
provements in town is finite. Plans for 
the Hall should be put in perspective 
with other large-scale projects, he said,

and the impact of fund-raising and 
grants should be considered in the ulti- 
mate figure presented for the renova- 
tions. 

He also noted that the Fincom would 
prefer to wait on the project in order to 
allow a more broad base of input to de- 
termine the potential post-renovation use 
of the Hall. 

“The hall is simply not going to fall 
down in the interim,”’ he said. 

Stott added that he was not advising 
that the hall not be renovated; he just 
wanted a more coherent and economical 
plan for the project. He had grown up in 
Andover and had his own memories of 
the building, he said; he even recalled 
participating in a spelling bee in the 
then-auditorium upstairs—where he 
stumbled on the word ‘‘velocity,”’ spel- 
ling it with an ‘‘s’’ instead of a ‘‘c.”’ 

Speaking as chairman of Andover’s 
Chamber of Commerce, Atty. Andrew 
Caffrey said that his organization had 
also debated at length the high cost of the 
project. They had asked themselves 
where the money would come from, 
whether the building was truly historic,

and whether it should simply be razed, 
as some residents believed, for a parking 
lot. 

‘In spite of all these misgivings,”’ he 
said, ‘‘The board of directors of the And- 
over Chamber of Commerce voted in fa- 
vor of this article.’”’ Although it was a 
difficult issue, he said, the Chamber 
urged the assembly to ‘‘vote with your 
hearts, not with your pocket books.” 

Dr. Lawrence Spiegel, chairman of the 
town’s Re-use Committee, sympathized 
with the Fincom’s concerns about the 
lack of monetary return from the pro- 
ject. ‘‘It’s not going to fight fires; it’s not 
going to remove any snow,” he said. 
“This $2.6 million is not going to do any- 
thing for the town.’’ However, he added, 
he and his committee supported the arti- 
cle because, ‘‘There is a feeling that the 
town should have something of its own on 
Main Street.” 

Resident Paul Cronin differed with 
Stott’s contention that the building could 
survive delay. ‘‘If we don’t move with a 
great deal of ‘velocity,’ ’’ he said—har- 
kening to Stott’s spelling anecdote—‘‘this 
building’s going to cost two times as
